Dear Sir; 

In conversation with Mr. M. A. Lomp, Chief of Bureau of Education in Alaska, 
he mentioned that the Home Board was to build a Hospital at Point Barrow. I went 
to offer our service either to the Hospital as an Assistant, or to take charge of 
the Mission there. 

Mrs. Eide is one of the six children to be taken out to Carlisle in 1897 
by Dr. Sheldon Jackson, and spent 10 years there. She also went through @ course 
in nursing. She went back to Point Barrow (where she was born)in 1907 and taught 
school there for three years. She acted at that time as an interpreter for 
Stefanson and is mentioned in his book. (My Life among the Eskimo"). In 1910 
she came out to California, where she entered San Francisco Bible College. She 
was there for 1 year. 

I was born in Norway and learned the Painter trade while a boy. I was con- 
verted in the Salvation Army in 1904; traveled in Europe 10 years painting and 
studying people and language. I came to this country in 1910 and began at once 
to study the American language, which I was a stranger to at that time. In 1913 
I entered Berkeley Seminary, but was not able to finish my 3 year term on account 
of illness. In 1915 I married my present wife, made application for a school in 
Alaska and went to the Diomede Is., for 3 years. We came out in 1918 and I am now 
@ candidate in the First Ghurch (Dr. M. A. Matthews) and expect to be oniained this 
summer. Our desire is to go back into Alaska working among the people we know so 
well, In an Hospital like the one you are planning to build you will need one man 
at least that can keep the building in repair and be of service to the regular 


doctor, both at home and in traveling. I know how to sleep in the snow and how 
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to travel with dogs and as I am a painter I would be able to put some harmonious 


Na 


colours into the landscape (to paint the Hospital I mean). 

We have three children, 2 were born at Diomede Is,, and one in Seattle. As I 
was the only white man at the Is. I was their teacher, minister and doctor. I have 
had quite a lot of medical experience. Mrs. Eide is a practical all around woman 
that is not afraid to work. She acted pie interpreter at Diomede and did a good 
work there. She is also a true christian, Here is & work that we are qualified 
for and that needs us. Please find a way to help us get the job, We want very much 
to go up to Point Barrow. "Jesus said to us to go out into all the world and preach", 
I think though that he meant for us to go where we know the work that we know was 
needed, That's the reason we want to go up there. We do missionary work here, but 
we know more about Alaska and there is the place we ougnt to be, Please answer soon 
so we may get ready.

Dear Mr.Marquis: 


In re Mr.Arthur C.Eide, Seattle. 

Your favor of the 17th Inst. duly received, and have been 
unable to see Mr Hide until this morning, on account of being out 
6f the city. 

Mr Eide was for two years in the Seminary. He is under 
the care of Dr Matthews’ church- a candidate for the ministry- 
has nad three years experience as a Government teacher in one of 
Poticcas in Bering Straits. His wife was a protege of Sheldon 
Jackson and she has had three years experience as a nurse at Port 
Barrow, at which point she was born. Dr Marsh had charge of the 
Port Barrow work at the time she was nurse there. They have three 
children and both Mr and Mrs Eide are in the finest of health and 
I should judge he is not over 35 years - if that old. 

His idea, and it appeals to me, is to take up our work 
if we can arrange to have him at Port Barrow- and his wife as an 
assistant to Dr Spence, not only as a teacher but as an interpreter, 
as both she and Mr Hide speak the Eskimo language. His ideqis 
that they would get a native girl, make her one of the family to help 
with the children and help around the house, so as to allow Mrs Fide 
devote her time to the hospital and -the work around about Port 
Barrow. Mr Eide himself,being a young man, can do the work that 
Dr Spence cannot on account of his age. Mr Eide can take the dog 
team and go 25, 50 or more miles any time to look up any work need- 
ede He has had experience in building some houses himself and 
would be willing to undertake to oversee the building of the hospital, 
and I am sure he would do it as well as anybody that we could send 
from here. 

Mr Eide tells me that last year two scooners went to 
Port Barrow from San Francisco- that the proper way to do, in his 
opinion, is to take passage on one of these scooners that would be 
sure to go through, but to make it a business of going through and 
not turning back. Of course Layman's idea is always to know what 
it costs and he tells me that the Government pays $1400.00 for a 
teacher, $600 to $800 for a woman as an assistant or a nurse and 
that it would cost about $600 for the supplies for a year. And he 
is recommended by Mr Lopp, who has charge of the United States Bu- 
reau of Education for Alaska and resides in Seattle, and I believe 


ou could do no better than to make arrangements with Mr Fide to

healthy as he is. He has had some experience looking after sick 
people in the Government School where he was located the three years 
he was up there. He has appeared before our Ladies Society and 
other Societies of our church, has made addresses and is spoken of 
and recommended very highly by them and by the ministers who know 
him, and from the talk that I have had and his ability to express 
himself, I believe it would be the finest thing for him to make an 
address in a general assembly,in some of the eastern churches in 
behalf of Alaska work, because he has a fund of information and a 
fund of personal experience that would have a telling effect on any 
congregation that he would address and I believe that he were taken 
east and given a fair show that there would be no trouble in getting 
funds to finance his work up there. 

I would like to hear from you soon, because he is anxious 
to know whether you look with favor on sending him there as he has a 
house here that he would wish to dispose of and be ready to go the 
minute you can use him. 

I heartily approve of securing Mr Eide and his wife to do 
this work. 

He would want his moving expenses paid up there. If there 
is anything I can do to help you in this matter, be sure and call on 
me, because I am interested in the work and am desirous of helping 
in any way Il can in regard to the Alaska work. 


I will be at the Board meeting, which according to my data 
shows that it meets on the fourth Thursday of April, or April 22nd. 
I will try and be there a couple of days beforehand so that anything 
that you wish to take up with me in the way of criticism or advice 
I will be there to take both.

We have enjoyed having your husband here very much 
in consultation with reference to the hospital to be orected at 
Point Barrow. I trust that some time wo may have the pleasure also 
of ~~ you and talking over that important work with you. 


‘We are eciaidakontes your husband to Point Barrow as 
the assistant to Dr. FP. H. Spence in the conduct of the mission work 
there. Mr. Eide’s duties, however, will be to help in the erection of 
the hospital. Dr. Spence will probably want him to take charge also of 
the general care of the hospital. However, that will depend on Dr. 
Spence’s desire for him. After the hospital is erected Mr. Eide will 
then give such assistance to Dr. Bpence as he can in se veetre 
and other mission work. 


In thinkins the matter over we have. changed ‘s form of the 
siirry from what I wrote Mr. Eide before his coming here. At that time I 
had in mind that he would live in his own house and provide his own furniture, 
food, etc. Since he has come here we have concluied that it would be better 
for him and you and the family to live in the hospital end have our Board furnish 
food, furniture, equipment, ete. Furthermore, $1,500 in money would not be 
sufficient for your family to live on and provide 211 your supplies, so the 
arrangement we have meade now is to provide smplies and furniture, which will 
amount to considerably more than $1,000, and, in addition to this, to pay . 
$1,000 in cash. It is a rule of the Board not to pay the wives of missionaries 
separate salaries, as we regard. husband and wife as one. They can make such > 
division of their s2lery as er see fit, but we make no distinetion between 
them, 


In icin pert me tO assure you of our aaily | prayer and 


earnest wish for the health, hapoiness and usefulness of Mr+ Bide and yourself, — 


and also the little children as they grow up in the far North. Every day at 
noon we have @ Prayer Meeting here in which the missionaries are prayed for.

but gotten out in to the strait, a storm came up and he let us 
&0, The Fox have most of the lumber, and some of the freight, 
so Brown will be short of material if we f@ont get there pretty 
Sonm, We have been on the Fox 16 days today. and we are as dirty 
as pigs, Mrs, and the baby have to sleap on the floor,but the 
worst is that we hve not enough blankets, we thought we would 
beup there in 4-5 days, the cook and the messboy have given us 
their room,and they have béen very good to us, one can see 
what it means to be 5 in a room that was intendet for 2, 

Mr, Gould, I do think now, that we made a very serius 
mistace in sending Miss, Jordan up here, this year, I,m, afraid 
she will have a hard time, after all, she is not satified with 
the native way of making clothes, and say she will show thena 
thing or toe, well she is young yet,one thing we dislike about 
her is that she do not get up in the morning, and many days on 
the Vic, she went without breakfast,just on thet acount ,I.m 
sorry for her, but do not like her ways, she sure has to change 
them if she is to get along wikth the Eskimo.

used a fewxaaxsxfaxxmatkmasxaxutadxsatixfax oars for spring, and 
an old sail for mattres, then Bishop Rowe, Mr Brown Arthur Jr, 
and yours truly went to sleap together,I was rather cold, as the 
Bishop rooled sround untill he had most of the blankets,in the 
morning when wel'wie told us how weil he slept , I told what he haa 
done,he saxyd” I was always known as one who could holdyy~ my own* 
Brown was a littie sore, in his boones of course" and complayned 
that I had not succede d in getting all the weindise out of the 
mattres, Miss Jordan had as a bed a big armchair,as Bishop Rowe 
Mr, THomas the missinary to Pt, Hope, and their two nurses, were 
also on the Herman,we have better acomodation but aslower voiage,

Will write you a few lines as this will probably be the last mail for 
somo time. We have the main building 36 ~- 0 X70 « 0 frame complete with the upper 
joist put in place yesterday, the basement all boarded up to first floor line with one 
course tongued & grooved flooring, the first floor camplete with the first floor 
lining the chimmey sbout 2 ~ 0 feet above first floor. Mr. Hide is 
the brick work and no trowel to work with except ono he made out of a hoe. We 
uatives working, paying them 93,00 per day 10 hours from 6 A.M. to 6 P.M. 
and giving them & meal at noon time which takes about one hour, We have to do 
order to keep them together and give them a warm mal, Some of them coms in the morning 
without breakfast. They are very poor and I de not think our mission is doing enough 
along the line of improving their living conditions. I1 would say not quite so 
Church, bat try and Make thom more comfortable, Have them to cleam up, take a 
baths and wash their clothing at least once before it is worn out, got out of these 
miserable dirt igleos and live & little more like white people. i believe Mr. ani Mrs. 
Gram of the school are doing a good work along that line. But they do not have the 
Supplies of the Mission here. lr. dram brought over $2190.90 worth of flour, sugar, 
tea and baking powder from the Guther Bear, strictly a native store, run without profit 
only for the natives and selling mach lower than the traders store where we are doing 
business. According to instructions Dr, Spence ani I made this arrangement with Mr. 
Brower and I give the mon a Slip calling for so mach money and they have to take it in 
trade, Many of them have asked me if they could go to Mr. Cram ani trade with him. 1 
have told all that under the prosent arrangement Mr. Cram could not take them and they 
gO away mach disappoimted. I believe that if these natives were dealt with as they 
should be they would not all be in debt to Mr, Brower as they are now except one, As 
Dr, Spence told me his name is Ling John and he is working for me and Mr, Brower and 
Dr. Spense both say he is am agitator. Well, I say God bless him, I were 
fow more agitators. His work is satisfactory to me. In fact these nati do 
satisfactory work, far beyond what I expected. They are very slow but after being shown 
they are good imitators. If we have two more weeks good weather we will have the roof 
on ami I will put everything a@ider cover. We are gett 
way everything is going. We have comfortable quarters one room 
school building and cooking on the little laundry stove bought for 
and ire, Bide have a very comfortable house and getting along well 
liked by the natives and I am sure she will do a good work for her people and especia ly 
in gotting them to clean up. | , 


I believe I told you in my last letter the basement is nearly all above ground, 
The building site has a slope of about 3 feet which is of some advantage for the basement 
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the concrete piers down in the ice about 18 to 20 inches. Those on the lower side were 
2 feet deep. Mr. Brower says that is fine and will stand. If you wish to send special

My dear Mr. Gould: 


By this time you have heard from Dr. Spense and Mrs, and 
Miss Jordan about their leaving us alone to do the mission and the medical 
work, so we have been busy every minute till we go to bed. And it was rather 
hard on first because Dr. Spense never told us anything about the work up here 
or about the sick people who have been under his care for year or more. If 
he had made some kind of detail just what kind of medinens to give to those who 
had been treated by so long, but he just left them. I think it was awful thing 
to do - for any missionary to do - as the way he left. It was rather to take the 
patients whom he had been treating and not get an order just what to do for them. 
But I have done my very best to treat them as I have to be the doctor and &@ nurse 
since Dr. and Miss Jordan left. As Mr. Eide is busy with the hospital and of 
course he has his missionary work too. And he goes up to Point every week now 
and take some medicin and treats those sick people up there and has service for 
them. So far 411 my patients are doing fine and have not poison any one yet, so 
I think we have started all right and I hope they will not be any bad cases. 
There was one little boy whom White Bear had bitten his head and another boy, dog 
had bite on his arm, but now both are all right. I enjoy my work and I have girl 
to help me and she goes to school, so that leaves me alone with my three babies 
in the house, but after she comes home I go on my visit to the same home and visit 
the sick. My boy has been under the weather too since we came. I was rather 
anxiouse about him, but I hope he will be better soon. He feel good sometimes and 
some day he is sick. I think that long trip on Schooner Fox which took nearly 
@ month to come up to Barrow from Teller. 


Well we were not bit surprise of Miss Jordan leaving. I knew she 


would not want to stay up here and have to do everything. She was not brave enough 


to stand the hard life, anyway no one could get along with her, for she was mean 
and did not want any one to tell her anything. She just wanted to get up here 
to Parest Point in Alaska. She was just determinant to get here. Oh, she was 


awful. Just think o@ her calling Mrs. Brown awful names and order her from mission. 


Why she is crazy, that is all I can and we are all glad she left. I dovhope 
Home Board will not blame us for Dr-+ and Mrs Spense departure as we tried to do 
everything to help them but he only refuse our assistants. 


We are all and the time goes so fast. Hope to hear from you some

I have just received letters from Mr- Brown and from 
Mr. Bide. I am forwarding herewith Mr. and Mre. Bide's letters, 
criticising Dr. Spence very severely. Of course, I pass no opinion on 
their criticisn. | 


I also enclose Mr. Brown's letters, one of September 
26th. You will observe thet Mr. Brown has nothing disagreeable to say 
about anybody up there; tho he criticises a little the natives themselves 
in not cleaning up more and taking a bath once in a great while, at least, 
once @ yeare You can depend on what he says so that you will know how it 
is getting along. 


I heave also heard thru Mr. Lopp that the telegram sent out 
from there by way of Nome in the middle of October showed that they were 
getting along very fine with the hospitel; that they had got it all enclosed 
and ready to go to work on the inside and finish the outside.e.You may depend 
on what Mr. Brown says in every particular and I pass these along to you, 
together with a couple of small photos that Eide sent me in his letter. 


I am writing to Bide and else to Mre Brown by this mail 
end they may possibly get the letters by the middle of December or later, 
but I am not sure about thate 


I had a long talk With Mr. Lopp about the Pt. Barrow work. 
He thinks that by all means Dre Spence and hia wife should be taken out 
of Pte Barrow this coming year and somebody else sent there, or not send 
anybody if you couldn't send somebody better then Dre Spence. He is very 
much put out with Dre Spence'’s way of controlling the natives up there, 
keeping them from helping with whales when they go by on Sunday. There 

is one thing about Mr. Brown; you can rely upon him; he is an elder in the 
church and is very careful and willing to do everything that he can and 
not be a critic in any event. | 


Ae to the further cost of the building, I hardly think 
that you will have to pay over $3,000. all told, for Mr. Brown's trip up 
there for labor and his expenses, whatever it may be, which may not be as 
large a@ we anticipate. Besides he has quite a number of natives working 
for him that seem to give good satisfaction. Of course, these natives 
cannot work very long or very much more as the balance of the work will 
heve to be done by Eide and Mre Browne Mr. Brown seems to be satisfied 
with the work that Eide is doing, and I rather think myself that Eide is a 
good enough man, if it was not for his abnormal desire to get into print, 
and to be interviewed. Possibly Mr. Brown's expenses there and the expenses 
of the natives up there nay run up to $6,000., but I am not sure of 
so far away from Pte Barrowe It might be well to figure on the cost 
building and the expenses in addition to what you have already paid

some $6,000., and I would not guarantee that amount, in any event.

My dear Dr, Marquis:- As Dr. Spence left ordre for some of the mail 
to be returned to him. and some tio be given to the store here, I,m 
rather in a bad fix, because I have no way of kmowing my doties, 

This is of caurse known to Mr Cram,and he have taken 211 
kinds of liberty with his: kmowlage. He have been against us in the 
mission work for: some time,and he have able to turn Mrand Mra Brown 
against us to, It is his intention to get us out of the work here, 
and Mrs Brown have said that when she comes on the outside again, she 
will do all in her power to stopp the sending of money to this mission 
because her church sent ten dollars wp here this Summer.and she does 
not know what became of same, Mrs Cram oppenly accuse the Dr with 
misapropiation of money that were sent to the mission. But I think 
all that is a base falshood, Ir Spence treated us funny and we did 
not like it,but now I know why, Mr Brown were with the Crams all the 
time and he was against the Dr when I landed here. and he had made 
the Ir understand that I was not going to do any missiomary work this 
year,and were antirely under his(Mr Browns)ordre,Even the service of 
Mrs Hide were to be under Mr Brown,and of caurse Dr Spence could not 
do anything alse than to keep me where I belonged, 

After the Drleft Mr Brown came to me (as he had come to 
the Dr) and requested me to Give Mr Cram something to do in the church, 
end as Cram had not done any wrong toword us up to that time I recom— 
anded him for S,S,Supt. The people said nothing and he took hold of 
the work, but I soon found out that I was not in it, he and Mr Brown 
would tolk over the work and they did what Ghey pleased, I teach the 
5.5. teachers on Thursday,and I thought that Mr Cram and Brown would 
come and take part,as Mr Brown teach a class, but no, that was not 
Mr Crams way of doing busines, I found out that he took my S.S.teachers 
in to the school and by diferent meens got them to repeat what I had 
said the following night.these methods of him got him in trouble.ss 
some one got the lesson twisted one night,and Cram flew up in the air 
about it,He went to Brown about it, and he came to mein a very ungent— 
iemany way,telling me that I was trying to undo his teaching.and so 
forth,I did not know what he was talking about at first,but the follow-— 
ing Sunday Cram came up on the platform and insulted me.by caling me 
a jiier.after I had shown them their mistake they came all out agaist 
me ,because I got the best of them.

My dear Doctor Marquis: 


The August number of the "New Era" Magazine has on 
its front page a baautiful picture entitled,THE SCHOOL-THE COUNTRY= 
THE HOME, 

Mr.Cram and myself came to Barrow in 1910 under the 


U.S.Bureau of Education. After four years of service here, 
we took a rest in the states and were returned to this,our 
old field in 1917. During all this time we have labored 


to establish these very things this magazine endorses on its 
front page. 

January 4th 1921,Mr.Cram,an ordained Presbyterian 
Minister,and United States Government Teacher,was,without 
provocation,brutally assaulted twice within one half hour 
by Arthur Eide Sr.,who represents himself to be under appointment 
of the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions,to preach the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ to these simple native people. 

These assaults were made on Mr.Cram just after entering 
the new Hospital Building which is in the course of construction 
under the supervision of M.A.Brown. Mr.Brown is also a 
Presbyterian and an elder in his own home church in Sdattle. 

The only entrance to the new building in its 
unfinished state is in the basemente Mr.Brown with one 
Eskimo hekper was at work on the second floor. Mr Eide 
had not reported for work that morning. Mr.Brown did 
not know Mr.EHide was in the building. As Mr.Cram 
entered this basement door,Mr.Hide accused Mr.eCram of working 
with Mr.Brown against hime Mr.Cram told him he was mistaken. 
Without further warning Mr.Eide assaulted Mr.Cram. 

by Mr.Cram's cry for help brought Mr.Brown to his 
“assistance ,otherwise,in all probability, Mr.Cram would have 


lost his life. The Eskimo man followed Mr.Brown to the 
basement. AN 

: Mr.Eide then left the Building and Mr.Brown,Mr.Cram 
and the native went to the second floor, They had just 


extinguished the lights preparatory to going home. 
Mr.Brown carried a lantern in his hand. Mr.Eide suddenly 
appeared again with his wife. He threatened Mr.Brown and 
renewed his assault on Mr.Cram. 

Both upper and lower floors efe the new hospital 
pbuilding are certainly ehristened with Mr.Cram's blood. 


=e Mr.Brown and the native were spattered with blood. 
° MrseBrown and myself were bloodstained as we were 
compelled to do what we eould for Mr.Cram,since both the 
Doctor and the nurse had fled the field on the last boat 
leaving Barrow in the fall. 

As you already know,no doubt,Doctor Spence turned 
the Manse,Church,and entire medical Supplies=both Government 
and Mission=-over to this man Eide. 

We could hardly go to him for medicine for the 
man he had just assaulted in such a brutal manner. 

Hence we were without medicine of any kind. 

The news flew fast over the village and in scores 
of fireless,dingy,dark igloos prayers were going up for 
Mr.Cram's speedy recovery. To date he is doing nicely 
but the nervous shock to both Mr.and Mrs.Brown and Mr.Cram 
and myself is very,very severe. Especially is this true 
as we do not know what minute he may break forth again. 

We have no proteetion whatever from hime * 

Mr.eHide has already made light of any action 
being possible against him. He conducts the service in 
Chureh in the usual way«and the Sunday following the 
assaults made the statement that no matter what a man did 
he was accountable to NO MAN for his actions. 

He is evidently of the same opinion of the rest 
of the lawless element of Barrow who openly sneer at law and 
Say there never has been any law in Barrow ,and seem to think 
that no one cares to put up money enough to take a case to 
the Federal Court,no matter what the crime. 

MreEide laughed and told the natives they would have to 
stay a year in Nome if they appeared as witnesses. 

There has been a UNITED ATTACK on Mr.Cram and 
myself to try to force us from the field,by those whose acts 
of exploitation and lawlessness have been somewhat retarded 
by us in our eight years of service on this field. 

And now this last outrage has nearly cost Mr.Cram 
his life and all because we were doing what we Were sent 
here to de=namely,to preserve the honor of THE SCHOOL= 
THE COUNTRY=THE HOME. 

We court the widest publicity,and the closest 
inspection of our work here regardless of the letters 
that have been pouring into your office by your former 
appointees on this field. 

Now since affairs have reached the stage where 
even life its self is threatened it oor renee. is not askin 
too much when we request the Home Board and the Bureau of Education 
to demonstrate to these terrorized and bewildered people,that 
there is a LAW that reaches even to this remote corner of 
Uncle Sam's domain and that there is enough Christian Citizenship 
behind that law to see that it is enforced.

Surely there must be a remedy for such a s 
as we have here other than that of flight. aiyiae a4 
Workers coming to this field are expected to"PLAY BLIND" 
or be harassed until the nerves give way,and they are 
obliged to leave the field. At present our eyesightbis 
good=cur nerves are all right~se it remained for Mr.Eide 
to use brute force to accomplish the desired ends 

Mr.Eide says he assaulted Mr.Cram on the spur 
of the moment=evidently he had two spurs on this occasion. 
Very well= granted. But there is a place for people 
whe are subject to such murderous spurse 
That place is hardly in a Presbyterian pulpit,neither 
as teacher and example to any people,much less to those 
who are in a community as remote as this one is. . 

However,the spur of the moment plea is not bourm gut by 
his previous statements and actions. ; 

About three weeks before these assaults on Mr.Cram, 
Mr.Eide,in one of the most abusdve tirades from the 
pulpit,I ever sat under,made the statement that,"Men had 
differences and troubles. Sometimes one man killed 
another. It was not a BAD thing to KILL a man-Moses 
killed a man in his time." 

There is a great deal being said these days about 
Christianizing and Americanizing the foreigner= 
Mr.Eide,according to his own statement,is not an American 
citizen= 
and he certainly has given no evidence of being a Christian 

Since landing heree 

On the cover of the"New Era" Magazine for July 1920 
is printed in large type the following:"AMERICAN GOVERNMENT 
DEPENDS ON CHRISTIAN CITIZENSHIP." | 
It is hardly compatible with the above stagement to have 
aman in the Presbyterian pulpit who has taken out his 
first papers,and defers taking out his second citizenship 
papers=-for reasons that hardly need explanation. 

If as Mr.Eide says he IS sent here by the Board 
of Home Missions,we feel sure you will deal with him as 
his outrageous conduct deservese 

If he is an imposter,then he should be dealt with 
even more severelye 

The Natives are asking us WHY YOU PUT HIM HERE, 

DO WE THINK HE WILL KILL AN ESKIMO SOME DAY? 

We cannot answer these questions. 

Will you please answer these natives?

He was uncencious from 
Mondayand Mrs Blomfeild her housbond and ustwo have kept watch over 
him night and day, I lansed his teeths more than once but the pain # 
were all over his little body,and he suffered terible. All of us 
were on the egx edge of colapse, and if the baby had not given in 
some of us would. At last he Slept, and he went in pease without 
any sign of trouble. My, I feel lonesome today Dr,and I wish I 
was a thausen miles from here. Wr Brown is making the casket and 
Mrs Brown isk helping Mrs Fide. They have been good to us to day: 
The other two children donot understand what have happened to baby 
and Bjarne want us to make fire for him, so he can keep worm. 
I cant write any more now, pray for us.

Dear Dr Marquis:-— I think it is my place to write a few words 
to you Dr. about the medical work that we are doing here. Since 
Dr Spense left all the mission and medical work went to us,and we 
have been doing whtaever we could for thése people. I have done 
most of the nursing.and have in a number of cases feed the sich on 
dight diet, from our stores,ashere were hardly any goods left for 
distitution. In giving out medicine and visiting the sich every 
day ,have kept me pretty busy,besides doing my own work at home. 
and then it is hard to work wih the sick without a rr, 

When my baby was sich, it was pretty hard, as I had to zo 
out every day and look after the sich in the village , Mr Hide and I 
were all tired out,and so wnS Wr and Mrs Blomfield from the trading 
ststion.they helped us all the time untill the baby died. Oh:it was 
hard to loose ourdear baby,who was so perfect and good, every body 
loved him,and he took to all but God took him away, we did evervket 
thing we could to save his life,but somehow God knew what was best. 
Ged is our only salvation and help in trouble,and he has made the 
work s0 dear to us,we are going to do it the wav he wants it done. 
Some day ,we shall meet our dear little baby in the heavenly home, 
Saten trys to undo our work,but we have won the victory, God is on 
our side,but we have to keep watch every minute. 

I have got along well with my sick people so far,no deaths 
untill our baby went,I have three patients,who are very sich with 
Peritonites, I tell you it keep me very bysy ,they are two girls 
a bvoy and a @1d”women, the boy is well now.one of the girl is in-= 
provigg,the other is still unsertain, the women is also very sick, 
I only wished we had a good Dr,I hope and pray that they will get 


well. It is good to have a Heavenly fatner to go to for strenght

and help,He gives us sufisiant for every day, Wr Fide works down 
in the hospital every day-and also do most of the mission work tog. 
I have the Junior C.E. every Wednesday,Ilike to do more,but I have 
my hands full of medical work. The native children are so good to 
my children, they come and play with them and take them out doors 
every day whan it is good weather,our mission home are full of 
young people all the time, and they all miss our dear baby. 

Now about the trouble up here, it is something awfvll. I can 
only say that everyone who knows about it,should forgetit,thats the 
best way out of it. God forgets and forgive us our sins,why should 
we not. forget. I know that Spense and Cram had trouble all these 
years,and no Eskimo up here will ever tell that Dr and his wife were 
doing anything that was wrong ,every one has a good word for them, 
they might have had fault ,like the rest of us, Mr and Mrs Cram are 
the only once here that talks bad about them,and the first day 
Mr Brown came in shore they told him sll about the Dr, ond he and 
hise wife took their part right away,as they are still living with 
them they are on their side yet, and so the trouble are still on. 

If Browns had not lived with the Crams there would have bem 
no trouble between us and them, Mr and Mrs Brown thinks that the 
Crams are perfect and that they are the only one that ever have 
done any thing for these Wat ives’ Gud the natives tell us a diferent 
story, Cram and Brown wer against the Dr,and as they were against 
them so are they against us. The trouble is, that Cram wonts to 

run everything up here,even the mission,and they are jealous becas= 
the Eskimo never finds fault with the mission work or the mission— 
ery,as they think the Dr was wrong -so thhey think we are wrong 
also, as they have had no school for two years, they have not had 
much to do except butting in on other people business,here are work 
for everybody ,but they can not cooperate with any one,they sit in 


the house all day and talk about the old trouble, Mr Ride and my

self have nothing against Mr and Mrs Brown. only this that they 
should have stayed away frm the Crams and movei over to the mission 
wito us,and helpt us in the work, 

Well if Crams and Mr Brown write to the Board abovt us,I 
hope you will not believe everything they tell. Mr Fide and myself 
have our fault, but when we find our mistakes, we start right over 
and are more anxiouse to do our work, and I,m thankfull to God,that 
I,m doing the work that I always wonted to do,and I,m going to do kk 
it in the name of my master,I,m helples without him,so keep on 
praying for us, we will be glad when we get a new Ir,and when the 
hespital is done, it will be good. 

Remember we are always willing to do all we can for the

ed to learn from you Father that I was sent up here by the Board as 
a janiter. if I had known that, I would never went,as I wont to 
do christian werk.and I,m qualified to do it, We are working 7 
days a week and no healp frem any one, I supose that you will hear 
that I have chased every body cut of the thurcg, but I will lett 
the natives spikx speek for themselves.

I am passing this information along to you as 
confidential, and trust that you will treat it as such 
and use it as a foundation for some investigation. 


It is currently reported here that the reason 
that the Doctor left up there was because of this Mr. 
Cran. I think you should make a personal investigation 
as to this. 


I am not in any way trying to justify Mr. Eide's 
action in making an assault upon Mr. Cran or anyone else 
and while I do not question your statement that it was 
unprevoked, I think that if all the facts were laid before 
you that you might change your sentence to read ao as to 
eliminate the word, “unprevoked."

Your letters have been received,and I may say that I,m 
at a less to understand the Beard have aperently taken sgainst us, 
regarding the article in tha Continent,I know nothing about the 
paper,have never neard about it before I saw the name in your 
letter, Do you think it is right that I should be hold responsi- 
ble for such thingsas that? someone who knows me or have heard 
about us put it in the papers,I dont know -tte&w they are,exept those 
in Seatile,and you will ,I think,hesr something from them,as I 
have told them what I thought of them. This same misunderstanding 
have poisened our life up here,and we are treated By Mr. Brown 
as if we were crooks .The hospital is locked for us,and we have 
told by Mr, Brown to stay out of it, when he is not there. I have 
been refused te use the mission skif for hunting,andas we are 
without supplies,this meens something, all the vear have been full 
of insults,te us as well as to the people. If the Board wrote to 
Mr,Brewn and gave him full charge of the Mission work here .they 
did wrong in not telling me about it. The people have reconiced 
me as the head of the churech,and refused to have Mr. Brown over kx 
them,they wonted me to preach for them,and I have done se,to the 
best of myx ability,ane all the church work have goen on 4s in 
the past, Mrs Fide hav®,al1l her time in taking care of the 
medical work.and she have had her hands full all winter,Inhave 
eonducted eight funeral services,and the copy I send you,of the 
letter that goes to Dr -Lopp, will give you an understanding of 
some of the diffiulty I have had in conducting the service. 

I have intodused and organiced a chureh concil, that 
take the plase of deacons, they are very pleased with it,and do 
good work. This activity have brought the enmity of Mr Cram,and 
we have been hindered in our work at all time by the Crams and 
Browns + I have given 3 hours a day to Mr Brewn up to the 22 
of June when I met with a serius aceident. Mrs Hide and myself 
buried our little baby the night of the 21I of June,I for one 
did not feel very good all the next day on gacount of baby, after 
echureh, eon the 22, Mrs Hide wonted to go out fishing as we had 
nothing in the house,I was cold and went to mak= a fire, I got 
nold ofthe wrogg can,and insted of coaloil, poured gacoline on 
the wood and the can, which was half full of gas exploded in my 
rigth hand, the can bro&& into small pieces and threw the hole 
thing ever my, I was burning from my knees up to the haar,I lost 
most of it but no damage was deneto my fase, I ran out and 
dived into a snowbank, and there rooled around untill the fire 
was out,I had on a pr of sealskind pants and a heavy sweatter 
and these saved my life,altho thesweatter is not much good, as 
my hands was burning,I rubed them in the snow,and the skind on 
the rigth, came off,as if it had been a glove,it hurt some, dut 

-nethning to fuss about, the only damage done in the kitchen were, 
a corner of a grass rug on tne floor and sonnys new nightdrees, 
it was the only one he had ,and he got it the week before,so the 
poor fellow has none that is .ny good now. Yell we can say,is, 
The Lord gave, The Lord took, Blessed be the Name of the Lord ea. _ 
for Ever. dont think that we are here for anything alse then the 
Glory of God,andfor the progress of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
We are inded very sory for all the unpleasant 
happhags of the past year, as iong 4s the Dr Was here, Wr Cram 
thought that I was a fine fellow,but when h* lef everything in 
my charge,I became worst then the Dr, because 1 would not take 
all the dirt he gave me,Mr Brown have not been any better then 
hin, The Comunian service was taken out of my hands by Mr. Brown 
Mr Cram officiated, about $ 18. 00 came in in the colectian,and 
this expres the feelings of the people toword Cram and Brown, 
Mr. Brown did not wont the money but told a native to keep it 
untill the new man came,then give it to him,we need it fer buying 
food,as Mr Brown refuse to conceider any need that we are in.

I nave this winter bought meat to the amount of about 235-90 
for which I have paid the natives out of the goods that we got 
from Seattle, however the goods we had from Seattle were not 
enough for our need during the whole year,and as we can get no 
eredit from the store, we are going hungry, I hope the Board 
will provide enough food for us in the future,se that our babies 
may have enough,at least, As I write this, the native that gat 
the colection,came over to me with tnemoney,he does not want to 
keep it,and the people wants me te have it.as we need it very m 
much, there are $ 17-65 and three Ivery rings. I will send you 
the rings. there are also two sealskinds worth $.50 ¢ @, making 
a total of $ 18-65 whieh the Board may colect from my salary. 
Heping this issatisfactory. 

I have taken some picture of the hespital while under 
construction,and have sent the same out to Seathle. Mr,Gould 
will send the Board any pietures wanted. I,m out of papers so 
I eant print any. Here are work for one man at least one year 
more, as We are short of lumber, both for the outside an& the f,, ‘ 
upstairs, Dr, Spence were corect in wanting anaewkx autoemobil Ihe 
a one ton truck,Ford, with duble wheels on the rear acsle,solid 
tires, would be a very good thing for the Mission and the hospital 
It could be used at least from the midle of May to Sept. The 
contry areund Barrew is as fiat as the high lands in Montana and 
Dakotas, here are no hils to be seen anywhere,but here are 
plenty water here are also lakes with fish not more then a half 
days mwalk away, I think I would be able te supply the personal 
of the mission with fish, by spending a couple of weeks fishing 
each Summer, I have two nets, as the ground is dry,and the beach 
is covered with fine sand the truck can be used from here to the 
point, and also for many miles down the cost to Wainwright ,where 
the Beard should have a mission, as one half of the people down 
there belongs te thés church. 

The people are leaving Barrow,some for a year or so, 
ethers plan to stay away for good, the reason for this is the 
preveiling high prices,and not eneugh game .I know people that owe 
the store over $ I200. others from a thousen down to a few hundred 
enly one man here is out of debtiSugar is %50.99 @ I0Cbl Milk 
$ 20.00 @ case,all alse in proportion. There should hs at Barrew 
a traveling missionary,who should minéster te these scafiteedd 
people .it would not be hard ong man to do this,the only necessity 
are a geod dogteam and a geod giide,with plenty of grub and 2 
Bible -the rest is easy. 

If necessary I think I would be willing te do this 
work,but I think my tame will be needed at Barrew, here is lots 
ef work,plenty to keep a man out of mischief. 

We are now cleaning up the chureh and the mission, 
the ice is melting fast and we are ail angious to see the ships 
geome in- As I have mueh to deo before the boats come I have to 
stop,with the best and kindest regards to you from Mrs Eide 
and myself,

This means that she shall’ prepare meals, wash dishes, rene eal 
the house clean and do all that is included in the term"hasekeeper" 
She shall be under the direction of Miss Dakin who will prescribe 

duties and oversee her work as Nurse in charge of the hospial 
buildings 
She shall also aid in the general missionary work, as hertime 
from these duties will permit, as Miss Dakin shall directe 
In return for these services she shall receive her maintmance 
including room, for herself and children, and also a monthly 
salary of $25 per month.

Dear Dr.Marquis; 
Things have changed considerably in the hospital since I 


last wrote you. The day the Bear left the people staying here moved into 
their homes and Mrs.Eide and the children came here and we started to 
get straightened around. At that time we had two women patients who had 
come in the seventeenth of August. They are siili here. On the twenty- 
seventh a baby with pneumonia was brot here and Sunday we took in a boy; 
tuberculosis suspect. I have been quite busy with them,especially the 
baby,80 have not entirely finished getting the hospital to rights. But 
things are ready for any kind of work at any time. Besides my patients 

I have been treating the ears of a boy who comes here every day. Dr. 
Greist has been seeing the people at the manse as he was too busy getting 
his house fixed to come over here. But I think he will soon start see~ 
ing the patients at the hospital. He is to be here one hour every morne 
ing to see then. 


We have had to have the furnace going most of the time but with 


the kitchen range it is sometimes almost too warm so I think with the 
two furnaces going we ought to keep warm this winter. 
The men are finishing the ice house. We are told by people here 


it will not keep ice in the summer. I am sure it is not large enough 

ta hold all the ice we will need for this hospital tho we are most care- 
ful of the water. It would be much better if we could have an ice cellar 
dug right back of the hospital. As it is we not only will not have room 
for the ice we need,but we have no place to keep our meat. 


A man is putting the glass in the outside windows. It will 
take a long while as they are to be double glazed and he has to take 
days off to go walrus hunting when the sea is not too rough, 

Dr.Greist cannot tend to the Sunday School so he has given it 
over to me. Besides being superintendent I have a class of the English 
speaking boys and girls, and teach the teachprs here Friday evenings. 
That is about all I can tend to with the patients tobe looked after. 


You see there is no one to see to them if I am out,

» I wish you could come up here next year. It is a dreadful trip 
but I think it pays when you get here. The hospital is splendid and I 
love the view from the windows looking out over the ocean. I think when 
you tried to get a doctor you made this place out all too dreadful. It 
is not half as bad as it is painted. There may be some inconveniences 
but things are never perfect wherever you go. Other things make up for 
them and the work is great. The young couple at the school are fine and 
Will work right in with the Mission, It is all most interesting. Mrs. 


Bide is doing all right so far and is certainly a help in interpreting 
for the patients, 


I hope soon to have some pictures to send you of the men with 


their dog teams hauling the coal up from the beach. But I am afraid they 
will not be real clear as it was not a bright day. 


There is a great deal of ice in the water so the Hermon 


is expected back any day. I hope you are not suffering from the heat.

He has no regard 
for the truth, bought merchandise for his own personal use and 
charged to the Board, took the Easter collection from the poor 
natives and spent it, sold articles that belonged to the Board and 
kept the money.
